be William, Henry, Pringe of OR ANGE, it we do but 
conſider the Wonderful and Glorions Actions he hath per- 
formed both, in Peace and War, .and fo affable, and of 
ſuch a ſweet Temper, that it may ſeem a doubt whether 
he hath made greater Conqueſts over his Enemies by his 
tg Sword, than by the Charming Diſpoſitions of his Mind ; 
or ae Rcas va" as it he had not only the Meeknels of Hoſes, but the Con- 
rage and Valiancy of Foſhua. l PR 
And by his Birth he ſeems to be deſtined by Heaven to be the Saviour of his 
Country , and. of the, Proteſtant Religion ; for. his Grandfather , Unkle, and 
Father , were ſo many Bulwarks againſt the Fury and Tyranny of the Spanzard, 
and other ſworn Enemies of their Country and Religion, which they bravely defended 
all rheir days, againſt Implacable Foes, to their Contuſion, their Countries Peace and 
Safety, and to their own Everlaſting Honour and. Renown: | = 
For William of Naſſau, Prince of Orange, born in the Year 1533. as foen as he 
came to Man's Eſtate { finding his Country, and Religion, and his own Life, through 
the Cruelty of Philip of Spain, in eminent Danger, the Counts of Egmont and Horn, 
and Eighteen other Lords and Gentlemen, and 18000 of meaner Rank executed on 
ſeveral Scaffolds ; and the utter Deſtruction of his Religion threatned by the Spaniſh 
Inquiſition ) generouſly took up Arms.in Defence of his Country and Religion ; and 
having drawn ſeveral of the States-General into an Aſſociation mutually ro ſtand by 
one another ; after having deſeated the Bloody Duke of A/va in ſeveral Battels, bafled 
Requeſenes, and Don John of Auffria, Goyernors of the Spaniſh Netherlands for King 
Philip ; and the Spaniards being no way able to withſtand his Victorious Sword in the 
Field, cauſed him Treacherouſly and Barbarouſly to be Aſſafſinated by one named Bal- 
thazar Guerard, a Burgundian. And thus fell the Great William of Naſſau a Sacrifice 
for his Religion and Country. 
Philip William his Son, being bred up by the Spaniards in the Catholick Religion, 


dyed without any Great Actions performed by him.

Maurice of Naſſau, ſecond Son of William, valiantly defended his Country for Forty 
Years, Won Forty Cities, and Breda by a Stratagem neyer_parallel'd by the greateſt 


"Captains ; he obtain'd ſevergl Signal Victories, but eſpecially the Eamous_ Battel. of 

——_ and defended Offend Three Years, beleaguer'd by the Marqueſs Spinola with 
a Numerous Army ; and Dyed in the Year 1625, loaden with Honourable Scars, but 
more with Renown and Glory. 

Henry Frederick, Third Son of William Prince of Orange, was not only as couragious, 
but more fortunate than. the reſt.; he took O/derfell, Groll, Bois le Dez. Weſſell, Mae- 
firicht, Rhinberg, Skink, and afterwgrds the Caſtle and City of Breda in Four Months, 
which coſt Spino/a-T\welve to mifter ; Won Three Naval Battels, in one of which he 
took 20000000 /. from the Spanzards ; in -another, deſtroyed 40 of their Ships of 
Wat ; and thus havingutterly broken the Strength of: Spain, and forced that Proud 
Monarch to Renounce his Claim to their Territories, he may be juſtly ſaid to be the 
Founder of the Moſt Potent Republick in the World ; and under the Tabſler of this 


Heraiek Prince, and his Royal Family, deſervaily might haye been theſe Verſes,

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And now let us ſee whether William Henry Prince of Orange, by this preſent Cha- 
rater will appear to be ſach ; for I deſign not the Hiſtory of 'his Lite, but a ſhort view 
_ of thoſe Glorious Actions he hath performed, by which the whole Word- will better 
: know chit, than thoſe that have ſtared on his wonderful Proportion and Features 
ere ſince his Cradle. 5P I | 

He is Son to Henry Frederick of "Naſſau, and Mary of England, Eldeſt Daughter of 
Charles the Firſt, King of Great Britain, and ſeems to have ingroſſed all: the Virtues 
and Glories.of his Anceſtors, the Courage and ſolid Judgment of his Grandfather W:l- 
liam; the Fortitude and Policy of his Unckle Maurice ; the, Prudence, Fortunate Suc- 
'cefs and' Magnanimity of his Father Zerry Frederick, and with theſe Virtues he raiſed 
the Republick his Anceſtors had ſaved from DeſtruQion, to a Grandure able to.cope with 
the greateſt Monarchs upon Earth. = 
 Inhis Minority the De Wirts, who had Treacherouſiy ſold their Country to the 
French, with a Deviliſh Policy undermined the Royal Infant, and his weak Party; they 
ingratefully took from him all his Rights, Juriſdictions and Priviledges which his Ance- 
Ntors had purchaſed with the loſs of their deareſt Blood and Lives, and thereby 
Peace, Freedom, - and Grandure, for the United States of the Netherlands. 

When he was 22 Years of Ape, the effe&t of the De Witrs Treachery began to ap- 
pear, 'for the French King invading the Netherlands with a Powerful Army, like a ſwel- 
- ling Ocean when it overtops its Banks overturns all, the De Witts had put into the 

Gariſons Governours who were at their own Devotion, and mann'd them with raw 
Soldiers and Burghers ; ſo that through the Cowardiſe of the one, and Treachery of 
'the other, the French no ſooner appear at their Gates, but they baſely ſurrendred in 
a Day, Fortifications that might have defended themſelves from the whole Power of 
France, many Months. 

This awakened the Dutch out of their Lethargy, and the People Sacrificing Cornelius 
and Fohn De Witt to their Fury, he was at Dor, and afterwards by the States of F7o/- 
land, Zealand, and Weſt Prizeland, declared Stadtholder, and Captain, and Admiral

General of the Yeited Provinces, with all the Rights, Juriſdiftions, and Priviledges 
his Anceſtors had enjoyed. | 

And now our Young ZERO taking Command of the Army, he firſt valiantly 
repulſes the French from the Walls of Ardenburg, the Biſhop of Munſter from Groning, 
takes Coeverden in a Day, with the loſs of only 60 Men, which coſt the Biſhop of 
Munſter much Time and Blood to maſter ; as alſo Naerden, Bon, Brevill, Lechnich , 
IVoerden, Creveceur, Hardwick, Utrecht, Bommell, Campen, Ellburgh, Hatten, Steen- 
wick, Meppel, Northom, Zutphen, Tiel, Arnheim, Dinaut, Deventer, and Graves, with 
a far greater Celerity than they were taken by the French and Munſterians. 

Bur now he is to enFage one of the moſt Renowned Captains in the World ; and 
indeed whoever reads the Life of the Prince of Conde, will find it full fraught with 
Wonders of Courage, Condudt and Policy : The Prince of Conde lay encamped be- 
hind the River Pzeton, the Prince of Orange with his own Forces, the Germans and 
Spamards his Allies, endeavour by ſeveral Stratagems and Provocations to draw him 
to a Battel ; but that wary General made their Attempts vain ; whereupon the Prince 
of ORANGE diredts his March to Binch, but being to paſs through very difficulr 
Ways and Lanes, the Prince of Conde knowing his Advantage, ſuffers the Van-Guard, 
and ſome partof the main Body to paſs by him, and then filently drawing out his Ar- 
my, and putting them into Battalia, furiouſly falls upon the Prince of' Vaudemont ; 
who was to ſectre the Rear-guard with 4000 Horſe ; Yaudemont ſends to the trince 
of ORANGE tor Two Battalions of rabihery, (the Place where he engaged being 
not ſo proper for Horſe ) and has Three fent him , and withall the Troops that lay on 
the other fide of the River that runs by Seneff, the French could not force them trom 
their Poſt, but paffing the River a little higher, and joining all their Forces, the Con- 
federates wanting Elbow-Room, and the French falling upon them from all Parts, the 
Corifedetates were inforced to retire, having loſt ſeveral Principal Officers: Then the 
Prince of Conde puſhing on his advantage, tell on vigorouſly on the Horſe, command- 
ed by the Prince of Yaudemont and put them! to the Rout, . and afterwards on the 
Duke de Yilla Hermoſa who commanded 16 Battalions of Infantry, who valiantly 
withſtood their Charge, but at laft was forced to a diſorderly Retreat, and fo put thoſe 
that came' to his Aſſiſtance into much Confuſion, whereby the Prince of Congly 
came Maſter of the Baggage of the Dutch Army. _ - 
Things being in this ill Poſture, it was high time for the Young Belgick Lyon t ze 
his Courage ; he embattel'd the Imperzali/ts and Spaniards in the Left Wing,and hiFown. 
men in the Right, in ſuch Excellent Order, that being joined by General Souches, who 
was advanced ſome hours March before with the Van-Guard, that altho the French 
were never obſerved to Fight before with ſuch obſtinate Reſolution, yet heput a Check 
to the Progreſs of their Victory : The Valourous Prince of OR ANG E ran with his 
Sword in his Hand, and ſtopt the flight of his Fugitives, then threw himſelf into the 
midſt of his Enemies ; fo that his Army being animated by fo Glorious an Example, 
Fought with incredible Bravery. | | 
' Neither had the Prince of Conde any better Succeſs in hisAttacking the main Body,or 
the Right Wing of the Confederates, altho he charged them with his Curiaſſeers, and 
- the Troops of Horſe of the French King's Guards ; for the Prince of ORANGE 
with a Prodigy of Valour maintain'd the Fight, until Nights Black Mantle ſhrouded 
the Prince of Conde, who under that Covert made a diſorderly Retreat with his Army, 
and left the Field of Battel, the certain Sign of Victory, to the Conquering Prince of 
ORANGE, who ſnatch'd the Wreath of Bays that Conde had won at the begin- 
ning of the Battel from his Brows, and placed it on his own. 

[ ſhall give you but one Inſtance more of his Martial Prowefs, and that is the Won-' 


ders he performed againſt the Duke of Luxemburg, a Renowned and . Experienced

Captain, at the Famous Battel o- Mons ;  Lagerpharg was fo advantagioully poſted, and 
ſlighred thePrince'sDeſign of Attacking himJo much,that he was pleaſed to fay\ Ze would 
mot riſe from his Dinner for-the Attemptsaf ' the rafh' Bey ; but the Prince Charged him 
with ſuch a Manly Courage and Fury; throagh all the Storms of Shot and Fire, altho 
he was to March up a Hill before he-couſd reach him, and afterwards through deep 
and difficult Lanes and Ways, and thick Weods, that he not only made him loſe his 
Dinner, but forced him to ſeek a new Lodging, for he drove him out of his Camp, and 
poſlleſt himſelf of it, his Tents and Baggage. 


And thus I have given you a ſhort view of the Martial Actions of this Heroick 
Prince ; and will now only Inſtance a few of his Politicks relating to the Civil Govern- 
ment. 


There have been many Illuſtrious Men carried on by the Heat of Youthful Courage, 
whom Succeſs hath Crowned with Victory, that have been eſteemed great . 
but all Hiſtory cannot producea Parallel of a Perſon of the Age of this Young Prince, 
to have been ſo great a States-man, and fo well skilled in the Politicks of Govern- 
met; | | F - 

When he was declared Sradthelder. at the Age of about 22 Years, he found the Go- 
vernment quite out of Frame, the Laws prevaricated or overturned,. and ſuch a Regu- 
lation in Cities and Corporations, as we lately had here in England; altthe Juſt, Grave, 


Worthy Magiſtrates turned out, and only ſuch put into their Places. ( tho never fo ug- 


. deſerving ) as favoured the Faction of the De Wzrts. 


And as the City of Dort firſt led the way, and made him their Stadrholder, he not 
only ſetled that City, but Weſt- Friezeland, and the City of Middleburg, which were 
all in Uproar and Confuſion; he no fooner appear'd amongſt them, but their Diffe- 
regces and Mutinies vaniſhed ; the Fame of his Succeſs againſt their Enemies abroad, 
ad the Sweetneſs and Moderation which he expreſt at home, gained him ſo much Re- 


"yerence, that their Arms fell out of. their Hands, .the Ancient Magiſtrates were reſtq+ 


rad, and ———_—_ and Cities to their former Peace and Tranquility. ; 
” -He never had the leaſt Relax from his Martial Employments, but he rapplied himſelf 
ing: ſpare time in Reformation of the Government ; he cauſed New EleQtions to 

ade of Perſons to officiate in the College of Counſellors Ele ; and a New Choice 
to.reprefent the Body of the Nobility ; and placed Men of Integrity and Ability to be 


of the Magiſtracy and Councils of the ſeveral Cities ; he drew up ſuch Orders for 


their well-Government for the future, which he was ſo far from impoſing on them, that 


after they had debated them in their ſeveral Aſſemblies, they not only Joyfully appro- 
ved of them, but in requital ſetled the Offices of Governour-General, Captain and 
Admiral General on him and his Male Iſſue. | 

Thus this Valorous and Prudent Prince redeemed his Country and Religion from the 
ſlavery of the Potent French King, and reſetled the Government upon its Ancient Bafs, 
which had been in a horrid Contuſton, through the Treachery of the De Witts, and the 
Diſorders which the French Invaſion had contaminated it withal; and in the Year 1678 
that Victorious French Monarch was forced, and did conclude a Peace with the Prince 


of ORANGE, much to his Glory and Renown, and as much to the Advantage of 


the States of the Znited Provinces ; the French King quitting by this Peace, all that he 
had taken from them. But as if he were deſigned by Heaven, not only to be the 
Saviour of his own Country and Religion, but the Champion of the Lord of Hoſts, 
to deliver his true Church from the Fury,  Treachery, and Tyranny of its Enemies ; 
the Church of Zg/and being ſurrounded with Dangers}, that threatned her on every 
ſide, thoſe Laws that were made and accounted as the Bulwarks againſt Popery, be- 
ing all made invalid. The Judges and Chiet Miniſters of State then in Office cor- 

rupted,

rupted , and ſuch as fought her Ruin. The King himſelf, tho of Excellent 
Qualities, yet poyſoned by Jeſuits Powder, and other corrupted Officers, by whom 
he was miſled to his great Misfortune, The Church of Erg/and being in this 
Deplorable Condition, ſending up her Prayers to Heaven for a Moſes to deliver 
her, and withal imploring the aid, by her Clergy, Nobility, and Gentrv, of our 
William Henry Princeot ORANG E, he pitying her Tears, and to approve him- 
ſelf the only Champion for the Proteſtant Religion, takes the Almighty's Cmnie in 
hand, and: with an inconfiderable Force to what was raiſed againſt him, Lands in Ex2- 
land, and finds the effects ot his Virtues more powerful than his Sword ; for the Fame 
of his Valour and Conduct, Prudence, Juſtice and Moderation, being his forerunners, 
the Gates of all Cities and Strong-holds opened to him: And not only fo, but For- 
treſſes more obſtinate and difficult to Conquer ; I mean the hearts of the Cl:rgy, No- 
bility and Gentry of the whole Kingdom : And it is much a Nobler Conqueit over 
the Hearts, than the Bodies of Men. And he, to ſhew that his Zeal in this Expedition 
was only for the Proteſtant Religion, ſpurs on the Convention of the Lords and Com- 
mons Aſſembled, and leaves it wholly to them to ſettle the Government, and their Re- 
ligion, upon ſuch a firm Baſis, that it may hereafter outbrave. all the Treachery and 
Fury of Rome ; and that the Laws and Properties of the Subje& may be ſecured from 
Tyranny and Oppreſſion for the future. | 


I ſhall now come to a Corallary upon the whole: As to his Phifiognomy, it is Martial ; 
but tho' there is a fierceneſs in his Eyes, yet withal a Charming Sweetneſfs, and a little 
Melancholly Air in his Countenance, m which you may read Temperance and Mild- 
neſs; His Courage has been fuch in his green years, that he oppoſed the French King 
in Perſon, the great Conde, Turene, Luxemburgh, and ſeveral other great Generals; 
and not only meafured his Sword with them, but gained much more Honour upon 
them, than they did on him. His Patience and 'Temperance was ſo great, that he 
endured all the indignities the De W:tts and States-General put upon him in his mino- 
rity, without a murmur: His Prudence and Policy in Civil Government is without 
parallel, in the Setling the Government and Religion of his Country, notwithſtand.- 
ing all the confuſions the De Witts, and the French Invaſion had brought it into, cn 
the old Foundation : And not only fo, but improved its Glory to ſuch a pitch, through 
his Conduct, that now the States-General of the United Provinces are the moit po- 
tent in the World. His Conflancy appears, that he was not at all ſhaken or dejc&t.4 
at the ſtupendious devaſtation the French King made, when he firſt like a Torrent 
overwhelmed his Country ; much leſs at the vaſt advantages that great General the 
Prince of Conde obtained over him at the beginning of the Battel of Sexef'; but with 
a Conſtancy and Reſolution worthy himſelf, having born the brunt of their fury, 
triumph'd over it, and all their Policies. He talks not much, but very well ; and of 
great Judgment to diſcern the beſt advice given, whether at a Council of War, or a 
Debate at the Convention of the States General : Magnificent in his Entertainments; 
withont prodigality. Women and Wine, the two great Seducers of Mankind, never 
could intice him to the leaſt frailty. Thus the Charms of his Valour, Juſtice, Tem- 
perance, and the Sweetneſs of his Diſpoſition makes him Triuniph, not only in Battel, 
but by a more powerful Conqueſt, over the hearts of his Opponents, as the Nobility 
and Gentry of Eng/and muſt acknowledg: So that He may more juſtly, than Titus 
Veſpatiam, claim the ſtile of
